Iwo English doctors were 
reported today to be 


periments that may trap 

hundreds of future 

murderers. 

The results if successful will, 
they hope, revolutionise crme 
detection throughout the world 
—by establishing the exact time 
of death in human bodies, 

The secret experiments are 
being carried out at Sheffleld 
University by Dr Andrew Brad- 
ley under the direction of Dr 
Gilbert Forbes, the University's 
reader in forensic medicine, 


NOT COMPLETE 


Dr Forbes told reporters to- 
day: “We have been doing this 
work for nearly a year. It is 
still not complete and we cannot 
yet draw any final conclusions. 

“We do not want details to be

The film, which will form a 
stmmary of his fdeas on tife and 
art, is being shot In the huge 
caverns of a ehalk quarry ot 
Baux-de-Provenee. Those who 
have seen the carly scenes sny 
that the omerter of rurreslist 
imagery hns lost none of his old 
genius, 

Naturally, Cocteau has no in- 
tention of trying to make a 
box-office success.

The whole place was a maze 
of rough, unmade beds, with 
just enough room to walk 
between them, On the stove,

Following tac war {t was re 
commissioned und became an 
experimental cargo - carrying 
submarine. Later she was de- 
commizzioned and In 1955, she 
was re-commissiancd to carry 
Revulus guided missiles.
